From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

A  Practical  Legalistic  Approach 
To  Judaism 

I  just  received  a  letter  in  Yiddish  from  a 
Jewish  doctor  I  met  in  Vilnius  (Vilna), 
Lithuania  last  summer.  He  wrote  of  a 
theater  production  his  cultural  group  is 
presenting  on  the  life  of  Elijah,  the  Gaon 
of  Vilna,  who  lived  in  the  late  18th  century. 
In  fact,  he  asked  me  if  I  had  any  information 
I  could  send  him  on  that  great  rabbi’s  life. 
Looking  through  some  materials  I  came 
across  a  passage  written  by  Rabbi  Lionel 
Blue  of  England  in  his  book  To  Heaven  With 
Scribes  and  Pharisees. 

It  appears  that  the  learned  Rabbi  Elijah,  the 
Vilna  Gaon,  was  giving  a  tutorial.  Two  of 
his  pupils  looked  out  of  the  window  at  a  bird 
soaring  in  the  sky.  He  asked  one  of  them, 
“What  were  you  thinking  as  you  watched 
the  bird?’’  “I  was  thinking  of  the  soul 
ascending  to  heaven,’’  the  boy  replied. 
Elijah  thought  and  asked  him  to  leave  his 
class.  He  smelt  the  mysticism  of  Jewish 
Poland.  He  turned  to  the  other  boy  and 
asked  him  the  same  question.  The  boy 
considered:  “If  the  bird  dropped  dead  and 
fell  between  two  fences,”  he  said,  “who 
would  own  the  body?”  His  teacher  replied 
“God  be  praised,  for  someone  knows  what 
religion  is  about!” 

Judaism  does  not  encourage  snobbery  of  a 
mystical  kind.  As  Rabbi  Blue  put  it  ”... 
Christian  piety  is  worrying  to  many  Jews 
precisely  because  it  is  so  attractive.  But  it 
seems  too  religious  to  be  Jewish.  There  is 
more  cake  than  daily  bread  in  the  diet,  and 
a  Jew  gets  worried  by  spiritual  indiges¬ 
tion.”

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All  About  T\i  Bishevat 

Tu  Bishevat,  the  New  Year  for  Trees, 
begins  at  sundown,  Friday,  February  9th 
and  concludes  at  sundown,  Saturday,  Feb¬ 
ruary  10th. 

The  rabbis  of  the  Talmud  speak  of  the  New 
Year  for  Trees.  According  to  the  School  of 
Shammai,  it  was  to  be  celebrated  on  the  first 
day  of  the  Hebrew  month  of  Shevat,  but  the 
School  of  Hillel  said  that  it  was  to  be 
observed  on  the  15th  day  of  the  month  of 
Shevat.  It  was  the  decision  of  the  School  of 
Hillel  that  was  accepted  popularly,  and 
since  the  days  of  the  First  Century,  C.E., 
the  15th  day  of  the  month  of  Shevat  has 
been  celebrated  as  the  New  Year  for  Trees. 

No  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is  described 
for  the  day.  But  it  is  customary  to  eat  fruits 
that  grow  in  Israel,  such  as  figs,  dates, 
carobs,  etc. 

In  Israel  today,  the  ancient  practice  of 
planting  trees  has  been  revived,  and  school 
children  and  others  do  so  on  Tu  Bishevat. 

In  our  Religious  School,  the  children  plant 
trees  in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.
